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ATIONAL Automobile Manu- 
facturers’ Assn., the new name 
suggested for what we have 
known as the National Automo- 
bile Chamber of Commerce for 
the past 14 years, is going to 
sound strange to us for a time, 
but we’ll get used to it—we’ve had 
lots of practice along these lines. 
The chronology of the associa- 
' tion representing the American 
' motor car makers is an interest- 
ing one, for while we have had 
such a body since the beginning 
of the present century, there al- 
ready have been four different 
changes of nomenclature.

FIRST we had the National 
Association of Automobile Manu- 
facturers. My memory tells me 
that Emil Grossman of Cleveland, 
then publisher of the Motor Ve- 
hicle Review, called the meeting 
that brought about its formation 
in 1900. Sam T. Davis jr., of 
Locomobile, was its first presi- 
dent. The Automobile Club of 
America sponsored the first New 
York show, but in 1903 the NAAM 
cut into the picture and took over 
the promotion. The next year the 
late Sam Miles was made general 
manager of the NAAM. The 
association started with 38 mem- 
bers and one of the most impor- 
tant things it did was to adopt 
the 60-day guarantee, which, how- 
ever, did not include tires and 
batteries. 















* * * 


SUPPLANTING NAAM came 
the Association of Licensed Auto- 
mobile Manufacturers, which 
started out as the Manufacturers’ 
Mutual Assn., being made up of 
companies licensed under the 
Selden patent and was organized 
in 1903. Banded together to fight 

, the Selden patent were other 
makers who formed the American 
Motor Car Manufacturers’ Assn. 
and which ran a rival New York 
show. It was Henry Ford, single- 
handed, who fought the Selden 
patent. While the Selden patent 
was upheld, it was a victory for 
Ford, for the court ruled that the 
independents had not infringed 

+ the patent. Then the warring 
factions got together and in 1911, 
the Automobile Board of Trade 
was formed. This operated from 
1911 to 1913 when the name was 

Bs changed to National Automobile 
' Chamber of Commerce.

SINCE THAT TIME the NACC 
has been the dominating factor 
in the industry. Wisely guided 
by the late Col. Charles Clifton 
of Pierce-Arrow, who was NACC 
president from its formation until 
a couple of years before his death, 
only a short time back, the asso- 
ciation carried on a good roads 
propaganda campaign which is 
largely responsible for American 
highway development. One of 
the big things it did was to bring 
about the adoption of the cross- 
licensing patent agreement under

NACC Estimates 
June Production 


At 328,000 Units 


Detroit, July 10.— Going 3,000 
units above the estimate of 325,- 
000 made by Automotive Daily 
News on June 30, the National 
Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce today announced its esti- 
mate of passenger cars and 
trucks for June as 328,000 for the 
entire industry. This total would 
be slightly below the 351,801 units 
reported for May but well ahead 
of the 257,613 units produced in 
June a year ago. 

It must also be remembered 
that in June last year the indus- 
try was at the peak of its stride 
with the result that June last 
year turned in the greatest pro- 
duction for any month in the 
year. This year conditions have 
returned to nearer normal with 
April setting the peak with 373,- 
108 units. 

With the NACC June estimate 
the total production for the first 





half of 1934 would run close to 
2,000,000 units, the actual total 
being 1,802,442. This compares 


with 993,577 in the same period 
a year ago. 

Heartened by a sharp upturn 
in sales during the latter part of 
June many plants have further 
extended their schedules for the 
current month. In addition to 


the spurt in domestic sales thd: 


export market has been greatly 
stimulated through the decline 
of the dollar in foreign markets. 
These factors have brought about 
sustained production schedules 
which may result in a July out- 
put which crowd closely on the 
heels of June if not actually 
match it. 
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Help the Code Help You 


Witt the first half of the year 
safely tucked away it will not 
be many months now until we 
enter the period of clean-up sales 
on 1934 models. Without wishing 
to be in any sense alarmists, we 
can forsee that this period will 
offer a real test to the used-car 
clauses of the dealer code. 


Since the code has been in 
effect, with the exception of the 
flurry in April, new car prices 
have been stabilized. Allowance 
values on used cars during the 
spring and early summer months 
have been based on actual sales 
during a good selling period for 
that type of merchandise. 


As fall creeps on and new car 
prices begin to fluctuate, values in 
the used car market will be cor- 
respondingly affected. The dis- 
turbance in used car prices will 
be further aggravated by desire 
on the part of many dealers to 
dispose of present used car stocks 
before season dwindles at the ap- 
proach of winter. 


Your code officials are aware 
of this condition and will take 
every possible step to safeguard 
your interests. You are a part of 
the code. Every move you make 
to help your code authority is a 
move to help yourself. One thing 
of paramount importance and 
which too many dealers have neg- 
lected to do is to supply code 
officials with necessary informa- 
tion regarding their used car 
transactions from month to 
month. If you have any doubt 
in your mind as to how to supply 
this information, consult your 
code authority. This information 
is of the highest importance be- 
cause used car allowance values 
are based upon the average sell- 
ing prices of used cars in your 
section. The accuracy and fair- 
ness of allowance values depends 
entirely upon the accuracy and 
completeness of your reports. 

During the first half of this 
year, many dealers operating un- 
der the code have made money 
for the first time in four or five 
years. We have no misgivings 
about the ability of the code to 
function successfully during the 
fall closing out period. Never- 
theless, it is up to you to help the 
code to help you.

Sanity or Subjugation 
SOME months ago Automotive 

Daily News called attention to 
the need for greater safety on our 
streets and highways. We urged 
that dealers, without minimizing 
the performance ability of their 
cars, attempt to bring home to 
car buyers the need for exercising 
greater care in driving. This, we 
said must be done or civil author- 
ities will take drastic steps to end 
needless carnage and much of the 
utility of the automobile which 
the industry has spent years to 
develop will be lost through pro- 


hibitions. In Detroit since the 
first of the year months deaths 
totaling 215 have reached a new 
all-time high. As a result drastic 
steps to muzzle recklessness have 
been taken, speed limits have 
been reduced to 15 and 20 miles 
an hour and many cautious mo- 
torists are being brought down to 
the speed required for safety 
from incautious drivers. We must 
make a greater effort to instill 
ideas of safety into the heads of 
our car buyers if for no other 
reason than to protect our own 
businesses.

Detroit, July 10.— Chevrolet’s 
record-breaking sales continued 
their advance, in June, shattering 
all monthly records since May, 
1931, and achieved the highest 
June total since 1929, officials of 
the Chevrolet Motor Co. an- 
nounced today. Retail sales for 
the month, as compiled from 
dealers’ reports, were the basis of 
the announcement. 


The showing is considered es- 
pecially notable in light of ex- 
perts’ predictions that automotive 
volume in general would fall off 
some 12 per cent during the 
month of June.

Dayton June Car Sales

Dayton, O., July 10.—More new 
automobiles were sold in Dayton 
and Montgomery county during 
June than for any month during

Truck Advisory Board 


Chicago, July 10.—Formation of 
an advisory board of over 100 
prominent truckers is being un- 
dertaken by the Illinois tempo- 
rary code authority for the motor 
truck industry, according to an 
announcement made today by 
Chester G. Moore, chairman of 
the code board. The plan, he 
states, is to select at least one 
member of the advisory body 
from each county to give consid- 
eration to local problems. The 
board will also aid in registration 
of trucks and enforcement of the 
code, 

Moore declared that 13,100 for- 
hire trucks were registered in 
Illinois up to July 3, and that all 
truckers registering after the 
deadline date, June 28, are not 
eligible to vote for the permanent 
code authority.

Chicago, July 10.—Two decisions

Election Rules 


Of Truck Code 
Authorities Set 


Wadhindtion, een 10.—Instruc- 
tions governing election of per- 
mament members of State code 
authorities for the trucking in- 
dustry have been formulated here 


They were mailed to the field by 
the national code authority the 
first part of this week. 


Two types of State code au- 
thorities are dealt with in the 
instructions; one has four mem- 
bers, the other six. 


In the case of the former, it is 
provided that two members shall 
be elected for terms of two years. 
Of these, one representative is to 
be chosen by the votes of regis- 
tered members of the industry, 
voting as firms. The second will 
be selected on the ballots of in- 
dustry members, voting according 
to the number of vehicles each 
has registered under the code. 
The other two members of the 
four-man authority will be chosen 
for one-year terms, one by indus- 
try members voting as firms, the 
other by ballots cast according to 
the number of trucks registered. 


Where boards are to have six 
members, the additional two are 
to be chosen for one year each on 
the basis of the balloting ar- 
rangement ont mentioned.

Sees $400,000,000 
Saved by Trained 


Car Repairmen 


New York, July 10.—One hun- 
dred vocational schools which 
train skilled automobile 
repair mechanics and save 
American car owners $400,000,000 
a year are included in a plan for 
“a new deal in vocational educa- 
tion” advanced today by Prof. 
David Snedden in an address be- 
fore Summer Session students of 
Columbia University. . 

Declaring that since 1870 edu- 
cators have been “creating stead- 
ily worse conditions for the effec- 
tive democratic preparation of 
millions of young persons for 
their vocations,” Prof. Snedden 
that state established 
schools’ providing maintenance 
expenses similar to military and 
naval vocational academies and 
some nurse training schools 
should be founded throughout the 
country for every vocation. From 
fifteen to twenty thousand 
schools costing from two hundred 
to four hundred million dollars 
per year would be necessary, he

Michigan License 
Demand Up Sharply 

Lansing, July 10.—There were 
82,210 more automobiles licensed 
in Michigan on June 1 than on 
the same date in 1933, department 
of state figures reveal. This in- 
crease was made in the face of 
the fact that there were 6,671 
more automobiles licensed this 
year than on the same date in 
1932, two years ago. On June 1, 
this year, 602,671 automobiles had 
been licensed, as compared with 
489,894 on June 1, 1933. 

Certificate of title records show 
that 77,046 more automobile sales 
were made in Michigan up to 
June 15 this year than were made 
in the same period in 1933. Up 
to that time 65,232 certificates of 
title for new automobiles had 
been issued, compared with 38,535 
for the same period last year. 
Demand for titles for used cars 
was 177,734, as compared with 
127,385 in 1933. The number of 
repossessions faded from 5,914 for 
the period in 1933 to 4,237 up to 
June 15 this year.
